Western Senators won another 
tariff victory today against. the 
eastern group in a slight increase 
of the manganese duty, which was 
in controversy between the steel 
industry and western mining in- 
terests.

Ittawas 
preceded by submission of income 
tax reports showing large profits 
by eight American steel companies 
over the last seven years. Like- 
wise, the debate brought out char- 
ges that President Hoover was re- 
sponsible for a shift in the vote 
of finance committee republicans 
which placed manganese on the 
free Hist as desired by the steel 
industry. It is used in the manu-{ 
facture of steel. Western Senators 
sought the increase to protect the 
mines in their states.

The coalition won another vic- 
tory when it defeated, without a 
record vote, a finance committee 
amendment to increase the duty 
on wire fencing.

ENTURIES have passed since the 
creation of the first decorative 
quilts and comfortables. From 
time to time the artifictality of certain 
periods has seemed to overshadow their 
importance in the boudoir scheme. But 
mever, we are certain, have changing 
styles diinmed the interest that women 
of all ages have always felt in the art 
of quilt making, which from great- 
great-grandmother’s time down to 
these very modern days has remained 

much the same in principle. 

And suddenly, encouraged by the 
present day appreciation of design and 
contrasting color, it has come back 
into fashion again. The subject has 
become so interesting that it has even 
broken into print, illustrating itself 
most lavishly and discoursing in fas- 
cinating story fashion through the 
pages of a recent book—"“Old Patch- 
work Quilts and the Women Who Made 
Them,” by Ruth E. Finley. 

From the viewpoint of interlor deco- 
ration the author approaches her sub- 
ject and gives some very eloquent rea- 
sons for the popularity of the quilt to- 
day. And, contrary to what we might 
expect, her outstanding reason {fs not 
linked to the vogue for antiques and 
period furnishings but to the modern 
movement, which blends quite natu- 
rally with the straight lines and strong 
contrasting colors of modernistic fur- 
wdshings. 

“While the present day vogue for 
patchwork is due primarily to a ceeply 
stimulated interest in all things his- 
torically expressive of our national 
background and growth.” she says, 
“the wide and varied use of quilts and 
comfortables undoubtedly has been 
greatly furthered by the modernistic 
trend in every branch of decoration to- 
ward brilliance of color and boldness 
of line. To-day’'s taste is not shocked 
by such antique combinations as pur- 
ple and cerise, nor by a composition so 
stark as to be geometrical. 

“The curious result is that old quilt 
patterns, particularly those that are 
of geometric design, are as much at 
home among the angles and straight 
lines of the most sevcre futuristic 
furnishings as they are when sur- 
rounded by the graceful curves of 


Queen Anne or the elaborate carvings 
of Victoria.” 


And an interesting phese of this re- 
vival is to be found in the fact that in 
workmanship and detail ,the new 
patchwork models prove close rivals of 


the older art, while the silken com- 
tortable group reserves to itself the 
priviieve of such modern treatments as 
one-color shaded eifects and skyscraper 
tnd stepped motifs achieved by stitch- 
ing, 

Jn the modern scheme such a com- 
fortable thrown across the foot of the 
bed, with perhaps a futuristic quilted 
cushlon in the casy chair, may prove 
ali that is necessary {!n definite color 
and pattern to carry the decorative 
burden of the room 

In the bedroom illustrated a con- 
servative comfortable of the nower 
type is shown in a design which fea- 
tures zigzag stitching on a_ beige- 
colored ground, with chocolatc-colored 
moire, coffee-colored silk and a dash 
of flesh or peach color for accent in 
the border 

In this bright, sunny room with Its 
patterned screen and carpet the sofe- 
ress of these colors and the lustre of 
the silk add a pleasant note of luxury, 
while the stitching motif subtly sug- 
gests the modern without being too 
obvious about it in a scheme where 
ether furnishings are not typical of 
the new movement. 

Unconventional and distinctive. as 
they are, the newly designed comfort- 
ables iend themselves just as readily 
for use in the simply furnished bed- 
rooms as they do in a display of ultra- 
modern pieces. For, although they are 
decidedly different, they are neither 
freakish nor bizarre. Another color 
scheme in this same design uses a 
gold centre, with chartreuse and two 
shades of green in the border.

eoMeat in Your 
Baby’s Diet 


EAP ‘nay be introduced in the 
M baby’s diet during the seventh 
month in the form of meat jutre 


with all the fat removed. Begin with 


one teaspoonful diluted with the same 
quantity of water. Increase one tea- 
spoonful every other day until you give 
two tablespoonfuls. 

Clear mutton cr chicken broth (two 
ounces), minus all fat, may be given 
at nine months, and at twelve months 
rice or stale bread may be added to the 
broth. Three or four ounces is the 
proper quantity at thls age. The broth 
may be given on alternate days with 
beef juice. 

At eight months the baby may be 
t‘lowed to bite on a geod sized bone, 
frea from fat and meat, a couple of 
times a week. 

After baby has celebrated his first 
birthday he may have one level table- 
spodnful scraped beef two or’ three 
times a week in place‘sof meat juice 
or broth. 

The eighteen months old child may 
hava broth (four ounces) and meat 
(one level tablespoonful) at the same 
meal. Lamb ché@p, beef steak or roast 
beef may be allowed, and after the sec- 
ond year chicken, turkey and roast 
lamb may be added. ‘Liver, sweetbreads 
ard brain, so rich in proteins and 
vitamines, should be included in the 
child’s diet at this age. ; 

Meats should always be rare and 
either scraped or very finely, minced. 
They are best broiled or roasted and 
should never be fried.
